Victory In Europe 


Announced Tuesday 


Announcement — of 
Europe was made 
Truman at 9 o'clock Tuesday moin- 
ing. Following is the text of his ra- 
dio address and. proclamation on 
the surrender of Germany: 

This is a solemn but a glorious 
hour. I only wish that Franklin D 
Roosevelt had. lived: to witness this 
day. General Bisenhower informs 
me that the forces of Germany have 
surrendered to the United Nations. 
The flags of freedom fly over all 
Europe. 

For this victory, we join in of- 
fering our thanks to the providence 
which has guided and sustained us 
through the dark Gays of adversi- 
ty. 

Our rejoicing is sobered and sub- 
dued by a supreme censciousness 
of the terrible price we have paid 
to rid the world of Hitler and his 
evil band, Let us not forget, my 
fellow Americans, the sorrow and 
the heartbreak which today abide 
in the homes of so many of our 
neighbors — neighbors whose most 
priceless possession has. been ren- 
dered as a sacrifice to redeem our 
liberty. 

We can repay that debt which 
we owe to our God, to our dead and 
to our children only by work — oy 
ceaseless devotion to the responsi- 
bilities which lie ahead of us. If-I 
could give you a single watchword 
for the coming months, that word 
is—work, work, work. 

We must work to finish the war. 
Our victory is but half won. The 
west is free but the east is still in 
bondage to the treacherous tyranny 
of the Japanese. When the last 
Japanese division has strrendered 
unconditionally, then only will our 
fighting job he done. 

We must work to bind up. the 
wounds of a suffering world——to 
build an abiding peace, a peace 
rooted in justice and in law. We 
can build such a peace only by 
hard, toilsome, painstaking work— 
by understanding and working witn 
our Allies in peace as we have in 
war, 


The job ahead is no less impor- 
tant, no less urgent, no less diffi- 
cult than the task which now hap- 
pily is done. 
~-I call upon every American to 
stick to his post until the last bat- 
tle is won. Until that Gay, let no 
man abandon his post or slacken 
his efforts.

The Allied armies, through sae- 
rifice and devotion and with God's 
help have won from Germany a fi- 
nal and unconéitional surrender, 
The western world has been freed 
of the evil forces which for five 
years and longer have imprisoned 
the bodies of and. broken the liyes 
of millions upon millions of free 
born men, They have violated their 
churches, destroyed their homes 
corrupted their children, an@ mur- 
dered their loved ones, Our armies 
of liberation have restored free- 
dom to +these. suffering peoples, 
whose spirit and will the oppres- 
Sors could never ‘enslave, 

Much remains to be done, Tie 
Victory won in the west must now 
be won in the east. The whole 
world must be cleansed of ‘the evil 
from which half the worle has been 
freed. United, the peace loving na- 
tions have demonstrated in the 
west that their arms are stronger 
by far than the might of dictators 
or the tyranny of military cliques 
that once called us soft and ‘weaic. 
The power of our peoples to de- 
fend themselves against all ene- 
mies will be proved in the Pacific 
as it has been in Europe. 

Tor the triumph of spirit and of 
arms which we have won, and for 
its promise to peoples everywhere 
who join us in the love of freedom, 
it is fitting that we, as a Nat‘on, 
give thanks to Almighty God, wno 
has strengthened us and given us 
the victory.

EUROPE: 
Inevitable Ends 


Accursed outside of his own coun- 
try, with no hope of refuge as Allied 
armies closed on 
Germany’s final 
redoubts, Adolf 
Hitler reportedly 
died. amid the 
ruin of his own 
dreams, following 
his one-time part- 
ner, Benito Mus- 
solini, in death by 
three days. 

A “has - been’ 
for two years, 
Mussolini’s death 
possessed none of the import of Hit- 
ler’s although even his was. temp- 
ered by the fact that the breakdown 
ot the German army largely count- 
eracted any fanatical resolutions he 
might have had to carry on the war. 


Immediate effect of Hitler’s death 
was to bring about the formation of 
a German government under Grand 
Adm. Karl Doenitz less offensive to 
the Allies at a time when peace 
negotiations were proceeding. 
Though Nazi, Doenitz principally

~-hes concerned -himself -with -naval 


affairs, thus avoiding any of the 
stigma associated with the party’s 
political machinations. He moved 
to surround himself with similar 
prominent men, who, at least, pre- 
tended to serve their country as 
Germans rather than as Nazis. 


Bitter Cup 


Reportedly dying with his boots on 
in the oncé grandiose, now rubbjed 
reichschancellory in Berlin where he 
was supposed to have directed the 
city’s defenses through its fatal 
stand, Hitler did not pass on until 
he had séén his own greater reich 
split to pieces by advancing Allied 
armies. 

Berlin itself was a shambles as 
the fuehrer died, with that once 
proud German capital lying in a 
ruin of masonry and twisted girders 
as the Russians took over street 
after street in bitter house to house 
fighting, With Nazi fanatics stand- 
ing true to Hitler's orders to resist 
to the last, 

To the north, Russian units were 
tacing westward across the Baltic 
coast to élean up a formidable de- 
fensive pocket with British and 
American troops advancing east: 
ward. Due west of Berlin, U. S. and 
Russ forees aiready had solidly 
linked up, while to the south, 
Frerich and Yank columns drove 
deep into the Bavarian Alps and 
raced throtigh Austria for another 
junction with Red troops, which 
would not only séal that country’s 
fate but also forge a ring of steel 
around Czechoslovakia; 


That was the picture of Germany 
that lay before Adolf Hitler as he 
went down fighting “against Bolshe-: 
vism.”

WAR PRODUCTION: 
V-E Plans 


Maintenance of some controls to 
assure continued critical production 
for the war against Japan and re- 
laxatien of others to permit the lim- 
ited resumption of civilian output 
are schedttled for effect afler V-E 
Day to adjust the country to a one- 
front conflict, government officials 
disclosed, 


To help relieve the shock of such 
an adjustment, it was revealed, cut- 
backs already are being made in 
war production with the tempo ex- 
pected to be speeded up in the com- 
ing months. 


Even with Germany’s defeat, war 
production will continue to dominate 
American industry with military 
output for the first year after V-E 
Day estimated at 48 billion dollars, 
14 per cent less than the program 
for a two-front war, As a result, 
critical materials will have to be 
controlled to channel them into war 
production, and manpower reégula- 
tions will have to be retained to as- 
stire an adequate labor supply. 

With plants reconverted to civilian 
production expected to take tip most 
of labor slack after V-E Day, War 
Manpower ¢émmission officials 
lookéd té a continued pressitig em- 
ployment situation. In tight labor 
aréas, the WMC plans to contintie 
the réferral of workers to ¢ritical 
industry afid require certificates of 
availability for job changes; main- 
tain the 48-hour week with higher 
pay to attract workers from other 
séctions, arid to fate indtistries ac- 
cording to their importance in es- 
tablishing priorities for hiriiig peo- 
plé, 

The luniber, textile and rubber ins 
dustries até among those which will

COAL PRICES: 
New Hike 


Because of OPA approval of soft 
coal operators’ petitions for price 


increases to help defray some of the | 


cost of the new miners’ contract, 


producers will be allowed to boost 


prices an average of 16 cents a ton, 
with consequential small percentage 
increases in retail ceilings, 

By granting an average price in- 
crease of 16 cents per ton while 
having the operators. themselves

SAN FRANCISCO: 
Turn Tables 


Having dominated the early stages 
of the San Francisco postwar se- 
curity parley of the United Nations, 
Russia’s bristly V. M. Molotov was 
forced to give ground under the com- 
bined pressure of the U. S. and Brit-. 
ain and the South American states. 

But before Molotov had been 
scored, the Russian Foreign Corn- 
missar had succeeded in dividing up 
the chairmanship of the conference 
assembly among the U, S., Britain, 
Russia and China instead of repos- 
ing it in U. S. hands as ordained 
by diplomatic custom, and had ob- 
tained three votes for the Reds at 
both San Francisco and in the future 
postwar organization. 

Molotov was rebufleaé on two 
counts: Over. Russian objections, the 
conference agreed to the seating of 
Argentina upon the South American 
states’ contention that the country 
had renounced its Axis sympathies 
and joined the inter-American de- 
fense system, and then the dele- 
gates refused to recognize the 
Moscow-sponsored. Polish provision- 
al government unless broadened by 
inclusion of other than Communist 
elements. 

EUROPEAN CROPS: 
Bleak Outlook 

With the prolonged German resist- 
ance this spring retarding seasonal 
plantings and adding to smaller 
acreages seeded last fall because of 
bad weather and abandonment of 
land in areas of military opera- 
tions, 1945 harvests in liberated 
countries are expected to drop con- 
siderably below previous years, As 
a result, extensive overseas food 
shipments may be needed to pro- 
vide relief. 

Further aggravating the situation, 
it is sald, is the breakdown of the 
German system of collecting sur- 


Pitching in to help relieve the 
critical European food situation, 
the North Dakota Farmers Union 
turned over 338,000 red. ration 
points to the OPA for purchase 
of meat and butter for starving 
civilians. 


plus stocks from farmers for dis- 
tribution to urban centers, With pro- 
visional governments slow in devis- 
ing a distributive system, many

A shadowy and almost paradoxical 
corollary of this statement is the 
frank acknowledgment that prob- 
ably one desideratttm primum omi- 
num of only oné of the great powers 
is the international organization it- 
self. What Russia and Britain want, 
first of all, is an inner citadel gird- 
éd by strong mutually protective al- 
liancés, The rest of the stricture 
is, for them, largely wiridow dress- 
ing. Nevertheless, to obtain cooper- 
ation among the strong few, they 
are willing to include the weaker 
many. 

The sectotd thing which I think 
even at this jurictire can be pre- 
dicted is that no mattér how har- 
moniotts the building of this new 
temple of hope may be, the final edi- 
fice will be constructed on stich a 
broad fotindation and with stich wide 
portals, that it will fot confirie its 
tenants to any very strict restraint 
of action. Theré will be plenty of 
room to tiitn around in it, in case 
somé of the occtipants feel they 
don't want to #6 in exactly the same 
direction as their fellows.

Traman Understands 
Congress’ Viewpoint 

With Harry Truman in the White 
House the position of the delegation 
has been strengthened by his an- 
nouncement that he would not attend 
the meeting in person, but would 
back up his delegates from his desk 

‘where he belonged.”’. There are 
several other things that augur well 
for harmony. The senate knows that 
Mr. Truman is not personally com- 
mitted in any way to Britain or 
Russia since he did not participate 
in any of the talks of the Big 
Three; they noted his remark that 
Foreign Commissar Molotov when 
he arrived ‘in this country would pay 
his respects to the President of the 
United States ‘‘as he should,’’ This 
time the mountain had come to Ma- 
homet,. not the reverse. 

Lastly, there is the very potent 
fact that President. Truman was 
Senator Truman for a long while. 
He knows the legislative viewpoint 
and, to know the legislative view- 
point, not academically as an out- 
side observer, but as a long-time 
possessor of that viewpoint, is of 
great practical importance. Remem- 
ber the frequent controversies. be- 
tween the administration and con- 
gress in the past few years. Note, 
likewise, two of the outstanding suc- 
cesses in obtaining cooperation be- 
tween the executive and the legisla- 
tive branches: Cordell Hull and 
James Byrnes, both former mem- 
bers of corigress. 

So much for the hope for domes- 
tic harmony, Now consider the dif- 
ference between the position of the 
United States in 1919 and the United 
States in 1945. 

Then, it is true, our entry into 
the war made victory possible, But 
now we have taken over the major 
burden of the fighting and in so do- 
ing have become the most. powerful 
country in the world and of all the 
powerful countries, the one which 
emerges with its military resources 
least impaired—by far the most 
powerful in terms of army. navy 
and war material and wealth,

Increased ‘military needs for procs 
essed vegetables have pushed the na- 
tional goal to 2,155,000 harvested acres 
in 1945, according to the War Food Ad- 
ministration. Processing at maximum 
capacity of all plants will be necessary 
to answer requirements, and farmers 
have the,job of keeping canners sup- 
plied with enough raw products. __ 

The set aside for war use of the prin- 
cipal. vegetables processed will be 48 
percent of the pack in 1945-46, com- 
pared with 41 percent in 1944-45 and 25 
percent in 1943-44, 


Four major crops—tomatoes, sweet - 


corn; green peas and snap beans—make 
‘up 85 percent of the normal vegetable 
' pack, although 11 crops are included in 
the acreage goal. Others in the list are 
asparagus, lima beans, beets, cabhage

A SHORT TIME AGO Elis 
Searles died in Washington. For 
considerably more than a quarter of 
‘a century he was numbered among 
my much-appreciated newspaper 
friends, I knew him first when he 
was the political editor of the In- 
dianapolis News, a Democratic 
newspaper, the principal owner of 
which was a leading Republican, 
former Vice President Fairbanks. 

That condition, plus the division 
of both parties in the state into bit- 


| terly warring factions, with Fair- 


banks the leader of one of the Re- 
publican factions, made the job of 
political editor of the News. not an 
easy one to handle. That was espe- 
cially true in a state where the 
game of politics was played as close 
to the chest as in Indiana. Searles 
was thoroughly grounded in all the 
details of the political situation in 
the state. He knew all the inhibi- 
tions, and was filling the job to the 
satisfaction of a Republican owner 
and a Democratic clientele. 

It was, as I remember, either 1917 
or 1918 that Searles told me he was 
quitting the News. He said the job, 
under the conditions that then exist- 
ed, offered no opportunity to do con- 
structive work, and he wanted to 
do something that would aid in bet- 
tering America. He told me he had 
accepted the job of editing the Coal 
Miners’ Journal, 

At first it was Fard for me to be- 
lieve his statement. I could visu- 
alize Ellis Searles on such a job.” 
He told me he had accepted on John 
Lewis’ written agreement that, as 
editor of the miners’ publication, he 
could use it as a medium through 
which to inspire better American 
citizenship. Lewis had urged that 


For a quarter of 2 century 
Ellis Searles, through every is- 
sue of the Coal Miners’ Journal, 
carried to his miner audience 
the ideology of our American 
way of life; the operations of a 
representative government, and 
the ,citizen’s place in that gov- 
ernment. He did, in a simple,

He believed he was give 
ing the miners and their fami- 
lies a broader conception of the 
meaning and values of Ameri- 
can citizenship. 


Regardless of our opinion of John
